INS Launches The Second Phase OfAmnesty Program

for a green card, or permanent residency. 

Nov. 7, marked the end of an 18-month 
walting period for those who filed for am- 
nesty the first day of the program On May 3， 
1987. The INS wil mail out permanent 
residency application packets to all eligible 
legalized aliens the first date of their fling 
eligibility,orthefirstdayoftheir 19thmonth 
of temporary residence, Said INS Western 
Regional Commissioner Harold Ezell. 

“Each applicant's temporary resident 
card，I-688, is valid for 30 months (after 
filngforamnesty)，he said. "Alltemporary 
residents mustfile their Phase 东 applications 


hefore the card exHires“Anvone who does 
not file their application for permanent resi-

Many Asians, fearing that the white 
community would always hold it against 
them, have opposed affirmative action as a 
crutch they would rather not use,， Many 
Asians joined with whites to oppose“quo- 
tas，a word which affirmative action groups 
nOw avoid，because the word came to be 
Imisrepresented to mean 3a guaranteed slot 
regardless of qualifications. 

In fact Some of the Asians whose careers 
advanced in the era of the late 60s and 70s， 
when business, government and particularly 
the media， were under pressure to hire and 
promoteminorities,arereluctantevennow to 
Support affirmative action programs，no 
matter how fairly they are constructed. In 
their hearts they know advocacy groups

Some of the mostendurimg andperceptive 
analyses of American society have been 
written by foreign observers: Alexis de 
Tocqueville, Harold Laski, Gunnar Myrdal， 
the Trollopes. Each has captured the spiritof 
American culture and provides a mirror of 
self-understanding for critical reflection. 


Alas,Liu Zongren is nota deTocqueville,- 


publicity blurbs notwithstanding. A Chinese 
journalist with Cjzmna Reconstructs, Liu was 
Sent from Beijing to the US for a two-year 
stint to learn about the American way of life. 

Originally publishedin1984, Two years 妃 
ipe Melting Pot became such a hit that new 
editions have been issued each year Since 
publication. The current 1988 Revised Edi- 
tion addsachapterto coverthe author sbrief 
Visitto SF and New York in 1985. 

At the outset the author spends so many 
pages dwelling on his loneliness, homesick- 
ness 3and depression that he seems to be 
indulging in self pity. It took him at least a 
year to Overcome his fears, inhibitions and a 
Stubborn sense of Chinese cultural pride， 
whichis notunlike the American individual- 
ism he rakes.， 

Whether justified or nob Liu's Sense of 
angst is both a judgment and a reminder for 
the rest of us to extend friendship and hospi- 
tality to the 25,000 or so Chinese scholars in 
the US. What have we done to ease their 
Sense of estrangement2

Liu's book is notjust about America. It is

Walters emphasized that the Asian popu- 
lation is growingrapidly and thatthe motiva- 
tion of the today's immigrants is not same as 
earlier generations， Today，many Asian 
immigrants are coming from the middle and 
Upper classes.
